Perrys; ltbough 
playing on & ‘strange’ court under 
strange’ conditions,’ ‘out-generalied 
his opponent, especially when it 
came to winning points by placing 
shots where Vines could not reach 
them. 

Perry produced every stroke 
known to.the game, and no one in 
the world would have‘ stood a 
chance with him on his play. 

The crowd numbered 17,630— 
the largest ever drawn to a ‘pro- 
fessional lawn tennis ~match—

This polnt was well brought out 
in ao lecture on “Maritime Pas- 
senger Stations,” which was 
delivered by Dr, Brysson Gunning- 
‘ham before the Institute of Trans- 
port. This lecture dealt’ mainly 
with. the features ' of certain 
modern maritime ‘stations, in- 
cluding those ‘at New York. 
Southampton, London, Liverpool, 
‘Genoa. Naples. | Le Verdon, Cher- 
bourg, Le \Havte and ‘Hamburg, 
and called attention to the fact 
that these ,plices are being used 
by’ an increasing number of’ pas- 
sengers, though :thelr character 
has been . influenced by. the sub- 
stitution of pleasure crufsing for 
emigration. . Nevertheless, «unttl 
quite recently .@ cargo shed has 
bern almost universally considered 
a ft and proper place for «th 
embarkation and landing of pas- 
sengers, and at a number of ports | 
this view sti{l holds. At New York. 
for instance, the passenger suffers 
an abrupt change from the luxury 
of the ship to the discomfort of 
{the \gheds. where the customs : 
examination is conducted. ' More- 
over. thereis no direct rail con- 
nection with the piers. 


- Useful Hints 


While in England things are some- 
what. better,-they are stil open to 
criticism. There is'no waiting roort 
at the Ocean Dock, Southampton, 
and at the newer River Test Quay 
the passsengers ate ' discharged 
inty nn unheated shed. without 
seating accommodation other than 
rudimentary wooden forms. At 
Tilbury the seating, too, is of the 
uncomfortable village schoo! type. 
On the other hand, Dr. Cunning- 
ham feels,uble to pratse the 
atchitecture, equipment ‘and ar- 
ganisation of the Ponte del Mille 
at Genea,, and'to award similar 
envomiums to what has been done 
at'Le Verdon, Cherbourg. and Le 
Havre.
